DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 1 0- 
20 directed to Groups I, III, IV and V non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
10-20 have been cancelled. The attorney, Steve Laureanti, agrees to cancel the claims 
10-20 in the telephone interview on 8/28/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Lupien et al., US Patent Number: 6,012,046. Lupien et al. shows a 
crossing network that matches buy and sell orders based upon a satisfaction and 
quantity profile. 

2. In regard to claim 1 , Lupien et al. taken either individually or in combination with 
other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest prioritize each bar segment within the 
plurality of offer bars by vertically positioning each bar segment in the plurality of offer 
bars according to a prioritization scheme and calculate an offered quantity available at 
the specified average price based on the received market data.
